the  way  our  supply  picture  looks  now  on  processed  fruits 
and  vegetables,  I  think  the  amount  of  certain  kinds  we 
get  in  the  future  is  going  to  depend  largely  on  what  we 
put  up  now.    At  least,  a  lot  more  home  canned  foods  will 
certainly  take  the  pressure  off  fruits  and  vegetables  which 
aren't  going  to  he  as  plentiful  in  stores  as  we're  accustomed 
to.    And  it'll  certainly  help  make  the  supply  go  farther. 

Demands  are  high  for  all  kinds  of  processed  foods.  There's 
no  douht  ahout  that.     The  armed  forces  have  first  call  on 
nea.rly  all  of  the  popular  varieties  and  they're  taking  a 
large  slice  of  the  supply. 

Don't  forget  civilian  demand.     It's  prohahly  higher  now  than 
at  any  time  du.ring  the  vrar...and  chajaces  are  it'll  get 
"bigger. not  less.     This  means  a  little  heavier  drain  on 
supplies  this  year. 

Heavy  military  needs  coupled  with  e.  big  civilian  demand  can 
soon  take  up  the  supply.     In  fact,  if  I  remember  correctly, 
the  amount  of  ca,nned  fruits  and  vegeta.bles  that  will  be 
available  for  civilians  this  year  is  less  than  at  any  time 
during  the  war. 


13.  DIST.  EBPi 


That's  right,  it  is»    Canned  fruits  for  this  pack  year  are 
bnly  ahout  half  of  what  they  were  "before  the  war. . .  and  canned 
vegetahles  are  down  more  than  a  third.    That's  why  the  Home 
Pood  Supply  Program  is  doubly  important. 

ik,  AMOUHCSR:      The  way  I  look  at  it,  there's  still  time  to  do  something 
alsout  this  fruit  and  vegetable  proposition. 


15.  DIST.  EEP:      Exactly,  and  that's  what  I'm  coming  to.    The  national  Tood 

Supply  Program  stresses  two  kinds  of  gardens, .. spring  and 
fall.    Those  who  don't  have  gardens  nov/, . .  and  where  it's 
a  little  late  to  start  one... can  certainly  make  a  few  pls-ns 
ahead  and  have  an  early  fall  garden, 

16.  AITUOUITCER:      Sure  they  can.  ..and  those  who  have  spring  gardens  can  come 

hack  with  an  early  fall  garden,  too.    And  this  will  add  to 
the  total  food  supply, 

17.  DIST.  ESP:      fortunately  for  those  who  don't  have  a  garden,  grocery  bins 

are  pretty  well  stocked  with  fresh  fruits  and  vegetables 
now  and  will  be  for  several  weeks.    Some  of  this  supply  can 
"be  canned  for  use  later  on. 

IS,  AHITOUNCER:      That's  not  only  a  good  investment  for  variety  in  meals  next 
winter  but  it  assures  full  use  of  perishable  foods  which 
won't  keep  too  long  once  they're  harvested. 


19,  DIST.  EEP:      Here^s  another  favorable  situation. 


'iTe  have  a  lot 


of  Victory  G-ardens  this  spring.    And  some  of  those  gardens 
are  going  to  produce  more  than  some  families  will  eat  and 
can.     So  what's  left  over  can  be  sold  or  given  to  friends 
and  neighbors  who  don't  have  gardens. 


20.  AlWOUHCERl      Sdunds  like  a  swell  idea*     tolen  none  of  the  food  win  go  to 

waste.    Besides  it  will  mean  an  extra  can  of  corn  or  can  of 

"beans  next  winter.    But  vihat  atout  canning  equipment,   ? 

Is  there  going  to  "be  enough  to  go  around? 

21.  DIST.  REP:      Suppose  we  take  pressure  cookers  first.     They're  needed  for 

all  vegetaloles,  v/ith  the  possi'ble  exception  of  tomatoes. 
Manufacturers  have  "been  given  the  go  sign  on  more  than  a  half 
million  pressure  cookers  this  year. .. That ' s  quite  a  few  more 
than  were  allotted  last  year,  • 

22.  AKi^OUiTCES:      Will  they  he  rationed  as  they  were  a  year  or  two  ago? 

23.  DIST.  HEP:      Imo.     They  can  "be  "bought  wherever  you  find  them, 
2h,  AMOUITCSR:      ¥hat  about  lids  and  jar  rings? 


25.  DIST.  REP:      The  supply  should  he  adequate  this  year.    All  restrictions 

have  "been  lifted  on  their  manuf  acture . . .  and  in  addition  a 
considerahle  inventory  was  left  over  from  last  year.  Jar 
rings  will  pro"b8."bly  "be  made  again  from  synthetic  and 
reclaimed  ru"b"ber,  hut  they're  supposed  to  "be  of  "better  quality. 

26.  AMOUUCER:      Suppose  I  want  to  can  a  little  fruit.     ^'Jhat  ahout  sugar? 

27.  DIST,  ,REP:      The  canning  of  foods  needing  sugar  is  "being  stressed  to  the 

extent  sugar  is  available.    As  you  know,  sugar  supplies  are 
feeling  the  pinch  of  a  long  war. 


28i  AMOUNCER: 


At  any  rate^  we  fcSil  .e,ii  help  get  over  the  hump  this  year  "by 
going  all-out  for  more  canned  vegetatles  and  as  many  jars  of 
fruits  as  we  possible  can.    And  that,  ladies  and  gentlemen, 
is  the  latest  check  we  have  on  the  supply  of  processed  foods

29,  AMOUNCER:      The  canning  centers  which  have  proved  very  popular  for  the 
past  few  years  should  come,  in  handy  again  this  ydar.

We've  got  about  6- thousand  of 


them  scattered  throughout  the  nation. .. several  in  this 
section  of  the  state.     If  they're  operated  at  high  speed 
production,  they'll  certainly  account  for  a  lot  of  canned 
foods  this  year. 

31.  AifJOUNCER:  I  imagine  so.  They  come  in  mighty  handy,  especially  since 
they* re  already  equipped  with  large  pressure  canners  vrhich 
are  scarce. 


32.  DIST.  SEP:  And  trained  supervisors.  Don't  forget  them.  They're  doing 
a  mighty  important  job  of  supervising  and  teaching  the  best 
methods  of  canning.

33.  AMOUHCEEi     At  any  rg-te,  the  "b^g  beliliiing  program  is  certainly  a  challenge 
to  all  of  us. 


35.  AM0U1TC3R: 


3i|,  DIST.  EEP:      Not  only  a  challenge  to  raise,  can  and  preserve  more  food  TDut 
to  go  over  the  mark  set  last  yea.r,  vrhich  vras  a  very  good 
record. 

I'll  say  it  v/as.     Home  canning  last  year  accounted  for  nearly 
half  of  the  total  civilian  supply  of  canned  /egetalDles  and 
aljout  tv/o-thirds  of  the  canned  fruits, 

36,  DIST.  SEP:      A  large  percent  of  this  canned  food  vras  done  hy  people  who 

ordinarily  don't  do  a  lot  of  home  canning. 

37.  AiliTOUiTCER;      IiHiich  is  a  mighty  good  way  to  help  out  American  farmers 

v/ho're  carrying  a  big  production  load. 


38.  DIST.  EEP:      That  reminds  me, 


I  received  a  few  figures  the 


other  day  shovring  just  hov;  much  food  farmers  ha.ve  "been 
producing  during  this  wa,r,  compared  to  what  they  produced 
the  other  war. 

33,  AFFOUHCER;      I  knovr  it's  quite  a.  lot  more.     Do  you  happen  to  remcmher 
what  some  of  the  figu.res  looked  like? 

40.  DIST.  REP:      A  few  of  them,     For  one  thing  farmers  have  produced  fifty 

percent  more  food  annually  in  this  v;ar  than  in  World  War  One, 

^■1,  AlTiTOUlTCER:  Largely  "because  they  stepped  up  production  of  the  kinds  of 
foods  we  needed  more  of...  and  cut  dov/n  on  some  of  the  less 
essential  kinds. 


k2,  DIST.  HEPj      That's  right*    They  went  into  this  war  with  production  goals 
to  meet.    So  much  corn,.,  so  much  wheat,  ..so  manj'-  vegetahles. . . 
also  f ruits, . » and  so  much  of  other  important  foods  which  were 
needed.     It  was  a  planned  production  program  from  the  start. 
The  same  kind  industry  had.    So  many  tanks... so  many  planes... 
so  many  aircraft  carriers, .. so  many  rounds  of  ammunition. 
It  was  a  program  so  everything  would  "balance  out.  ..Hot  end 

^  up  with  too  much  of  one  thing  and  not  enough  of  another. 

I13,  AMOUUCER:      These  Mg  farm  production  goals  have  "been  met  with  a  lot 
less  of  many  things,  especially  farm  help.

DIST.  EEP: 


I  think  it  figures  ahout  10  percent  less.    Also  less  machinery 
and  other  handicaps.    Another  thing,  there  are  more  mouths  to 
feed  this  time.     The  population  of  this  country,  for  instance, 
is  up  ahout  a  third  from  what  it  i/as  in  1918e    But  despite 
less  farm  help  and  more  mouths  to  feed,  our  people  have  had 
10  percent  more  food  per  capita  than  they  got  during  the 
two  war  years  of  191?  and  I9IS, 

In  addition  to  this  Tsig  demand,  the  number  of  men  and  women 
in  the  armed  forces  is  a  great  deal  larger,  too.    And  this 
means  lots  and  lots  of  food. ..more  for  those  in  this  country 
and  "bigger  shipments  overseas, 

A"bout  twice  as  much  per  year  has  gone  for  these  purposes  as 
was  used  each  year  the  other  time,    I  "believe  when  the 
history  of  this  war  is  written  there'll  "be  a  "big  tri"bute 
given  to  American  farmers  and  the  "big  jo"b  they  did,  ..It's 
one  of  the  "best  of  the  war.
